This approach, known 
counseling and based 
marriage theological doctrines and 
behavioral sciences.

With education came change. Many 
clergypersons entered graduate pro- 
grams for training secular psycholog- 
ical skills.

want reminded how little really 
knew. Oh, was reasonably certain that 
could identify yellow-billed cuckoo 
stood still long enough and the light were 
just right and said few things. But 
own reckoning, the last yellow-bellied 

sapsucker seen was 1972, and the 
sad truth that woodpeckers have 
always looked awful lot alike me. 
Besides, the prospect finding cou- 
ple six-inch birds almost 5000 acres 
island was not good. But the odds not- 
withstanding, loaded pack with field 
guides, draped binoculars rakishly 
‘around neck, and headed north. 

After reaching Plum Island, drove 
the refuge and Northern Boulevard, 
passing empty-looking cottages with rus- 
mailboxes and plastic trash bags out 
front. few gulls herring gulls, was 
proud note watched from cottage 
roofs. first stop was for instruction 


refuge headquarters. Inside his office 
Alan Zelley, the assistant refuge manag- 
er, was laboring over paperwork, and 
seemed grateful for interruption. 
leaned back his chair and answered 
questions slowly and softly. 

The refuge popular all year round, 
Zelley said, with 
far the most popular activity. 
Brookline Bird Club comes frequently 
every weekend,” said. With salt- 
marshes, freshwater and saltwater pools, 
cattail marshes, dunes, beaches, and 
thickets, the variety habitat encour- 
ages wide variety wildlife. Protected 
for decades, Plum Island important 
resting and feeding area for almost every 
species migrating bird, and there 
really place quite like Massachu- 
setts, especially the fall. Three hun- 
dred and thirty-four species birds have 
been seen there. October and Novem- 
ber, large numbers ducks and geese 
feed the grasses and marshes, while 
migrating hawks soar overhead. Accord- 
ing Zelley, peregrine falcons have 


been seen passing through, and 


the winter there’s slim chance 
glimpsing bald eagle moving high the 
sky. late December and early January, 
possible watch snowy owl, down 
from the Canadian tundra, hunting over 
the frozen marshes. Although forests 
generally are late fall and 
winter, Plum Island, with its unique com- 
bination habitat and location, almost 
never still. Zelley told me, the end 
the afternoon you might even see 
deer come out feed. 

the 18th century, hogs, cattle, and 
horses grazed virtually without restric- 
tion Plum Island.

anyone knows who has tried get 
in.on Sunday morning the 
Parker River National Wildlife Refuge 
heavily used. protect the island’s en- 
vironment, the Fish and Wildlife Service 
allows only number cars into 
the refuge, then closes the gates. 
weekend July, the refuge often filled 
nine the morning, and reopens 
only late the afternoon. Zelley figures 
the refuge has about 400,000 visitors each 
year, and believes they are not the 
average beachgoing tourists but people 
who tend interested undevel- 
oped shoreline. kind natural 
beach experience, 

Zelley and did not discuss cuckoos 
sapsuckers, but did mention that most 
found the area around Hellcat Swamp. 
Off went. the refuge crowded 
summer weekend, its parking lots are 
nearly empty weekdays fall. the 
Wednesday was there, the entrance hut 
was locked shut, and drove along 
through the open gate and down the 
refuge road. Like parts outer Cape 
Cod, Plum Island barrier-beach com- 
plex, row dunes and vegetation that 
protects the mainland behind from the 
force the sea while creating fertile es- 
tuary and salt marsh between and the 
mainland. Six miles long, the refuge road 
bisects the island, and many days 
divides the beachcombers and sunbath- 
ers from the birdwatchers and natural- 
ists. the left are the dunes and open 
beach, where had spent most time 
here, while the right are thickly vege- 
tated marshes thickets, where 
hoped explore today. 

wasn’t long before passed class 
college-age birdwatchers parked along 
the right shoulder the road and look- 
ing black ducks, blue-winged teal, and 
few shorebirds. Dressed sweaters and 
jogging pants, these aspiring biologists 
wandered from telescope telescope 
binoculars slung around their necks. 
(During entire day the refuge, 
saw perhaps six people without bino- 
culars and couple dozen with.) pulled 
over front them and casually lifted 
own binoculars; but after looking 
quickly over the birds that were there and 


seeing nothing that resembled either 
yellow-bellied sapsucker yellow- 
billed cuckoo, tossed the glasses onto 
the passenger’s seat and drove on, the 
lone birdwatcher. 

After spotting woodchuck near some 
Canada geese, arrived the Hellcat 
Swamp Trail. Having stuffed couple 
field guides into the pocket vest, 
locked car and looked around. was 
lucky: there were only half-dozen 
cars the lot. swung binoculars 
just time catch sight marsh 
hawk veering low; the sunlight, the 
marsh grass below had turned shades 
yellow and rust and brown, though the 
earth itself were rising, in_all 
into the stems.

800,000 busy feet each year, the Fish

this past summer that explores national 
attitudes about menstruation. According 
the Tampax Report, which was based 
telephone survey 1034 Ameri- 
cans, two-thirds those polled believe 
menstruation should not discussed 
the And one quar- 
ter think it’s topic avoided 
even home. 

The National Association Broad- 
casters, which effectively censors 
commercials, agrees. Advertisements for 
may 
aired only when the kids aren’t likely 
watching. The only time see 
commercial for tampons (or douche prod- 
ucts, for that matter) from a.m. 
p.m. and after night. And even 
then, words like are for- 
bidden. Instead, get silly, smiling 
screeds about 

“They ads for hemorrhoids 
constipation any time,” says Shelby 
Moorman Howatt, spokeswoman for 
the Tampax company who has made the 
talk-show rounds behalf the report. 
“This, me, acomment that nothing 
distasteful except menstruation.” 

The reluctance discuss, uh, you 
know, was overcome last year, however, 
with the advent Toxic Shock Syn- 
drome (TSS). The Tampax Report (this 
actually the latest series studies 
sponsored the company) was 
prompted the TSS headlines. 
wanted know how many Americans 
knew about the symptoms and causes 


and forth,” says Howatt. The study 


recorded that percent Americans 
have heard TSS and that percent 
associate the disease with tampons. 
Forty-seven percent believe that the TSS 
scare has changed the way people talk 
about menstruation. The report states, 
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those who feel this way believe 
has made people speak more 

Whether not people are more open, 
superstitions about menstruation die 
hard. Americans are evenly divided over 
whether menstruation painful. Fifty- 
three percent think and percent 
disagree. Twenty-two percent say that 
Eighty-seven percent believe 
women are particularly emotional while 
menstruating. Forty-nine percent think 
women smell differently when menstru- 
ating. Thirty-five percent believe 
affects women’s ability think, and 
percent say women need restrict physi- 
cal activities during their periods. 
Twenty-seven percent believe women 
look differently, and percent think 
that swimming and bathing should 
avoided during menstruation. 

Eight percent Americans think that 
women should make effort stay 
away from other people while they are 
having their periods. This last gem sur- 
prised even the researchers, who felt 
compelled translate the statistic into 
real numbers. does, however, repre- 
sent million people,” they write. 
percent, seven million, feel strongly 
that women should try stay away from 
others while Just think 
how paranoid those seven million must 
be. any crowded elevator, least one 
woman her child-bearing years apt 
wilt flowers, curdle cream, deflate 
rising dough, attract hungry sharks and 
brown bears. Lions and tigers and men- 
struating ladies, my! 

Half the country thinks that women 
should avoid intercourse during menstru- 
ation. The breakdowns are sort 
interesting. Fifty percent the men who 
responded and percent the women 
agree that women should abstain during 
their periods (one assumes they think 
that men should abstain well.) Sixty- 
two percent the Southerners respond- 
ing, percent the Westerners, per- 
cent the Midwesterners, and per- 
cent the Easterners agree that women 
should chaste when menstruating. I’m 
sure you will make that whatever you 
wish. 
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The Tampax people also correlated 
politics with attitudes toward menstru- 
ation. surprises here; Americans who 
favor equal rights and opportunities for 
women are much less likely perceive 
menstruation than are 
those who not favor equal rights. 
defined agreeing with 
the following: that menstruation affects 
woman’s ability think, make rational 
decisions, work, and remain active; that 
menstruating women look and smell dif- 
ferent and should stay away from other 
people especially bed.) 

The report finds that women learn 
about menstruation from their mothers 
and that men learn about mostly from 
friends. This does not, however, mean 
that women are well informed and that 
men are living the dark ages. Twenty 
years ago, when one 16-year-old’s mother 
found out her menstruating daughter was 
about take shower, she told her child, 
don’t that, honey. kill you.”

The virus that plagues 


virus infection usually the

(and often are) sneakingly silent they 
betray symptoms yet are fully trans- 
missible. short, the herpes victim has 
little control over recurrences and 
may not even know when one occurs. 
the initial infection was silent very 
mild, person may not even know that 
she carrier (only blood anti- 
bodies would prove this point). Clearly, 
this can maddening state affairs. 
There are two closely related types 
herpes virus. Type-1 mainly infects the 
mouth; Type-2 the genitals. Through 
oral-genital contact this situation can 
reversed. 
The spectrum intensity herpes 
infection ranges from silent disabling, 
with all gradations between. The typical 
stinging burning the area destined 
erupt. The telltale sign cluster 
painful, sometimes melded, blisters 
swollen, reddened base. After several 
days the blisters collapse, ulcerate, and 
scab over. When initial attack occurs 
the mouth, the gums are often swollen 
and red, and the lymph glands beneath

From 
beginning end, first attack can last 
from one three weeks; recurrence 
from seven days. 

Although initial episodes mainly 
involve the mouth and genitals, herpes 
can attack any surface the body, in- 
cluding the fingers hazard for dental 
workers), eyes (particularly painful and 
dangerous), and cervix. Cervical infec- 
one the develop- 
ment cervical cancer and transfer 
virus during natural childbirth. Rarely, 
herpes virus can spread throughout the 
body, times with fatal consequences. 
This problem particularly for people 
whose immunity has been impaired 
cancer, radiation, chemotherapy. 

Although possible spread the 
virus from one part the body 
another during first attack (mouth 
fingers eyes, for example), this rarely 
occurs relapses, which are almost 
always repetitively confined close 
the site initial infection.

Factors that may trigger relapses are 
fever (hence the term blisters’’), 
trauma the skin (rubbing, kissing, 
shaving, intercourse, dental procedures), 
colds, menstruation, sunburn, and possi- 
bly smoking. Some triggers can 
avoided for example, staying out 
the sun using sun screens, switch- 
ing from razor blade rotary electric 
shaver, using extra lubricant coitus. 

Although drugs treat herpes are 
under development and currently being 
used critically ill patients, they are not 
yet available for the average, non-life- 
threatening case. widely discussed but 
yet unproven remedy Lysine, amino 
stores (the usual dosage one gram per 
day until the patient free sores for 
six months).
